The largest enrollment in the

— approximately 2400 students — 
is expected when the schools re- 
open Wednesday, Sept. 8 for the 
fall term.

Larceny By Check 
Case Continued 

A charge of larceny by check 
brought by Andover police against 
John F. O’Keefe of Chesterton Stes
